Again, we can thank Justinian the 
Great for building this. Its dome rises 1875' 
above the ground and is 107' in diameter. It is 
the largest covered space in the world. It was

Miletus and Anthemius of Tralles. 





Constantine the Great intro- 
duced Christianity in 312/313. The Nicene

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The Penny, Coin of the Ages, Part V: Who Is This Caesar...

n early October of that most eventful 

year Caesar, Dictator for the year, arrived 
in Rome. Once again he had to go to war. The 
Optimates had been gathering their armies in 
the Province of Africa, and the time had come 
to clear up this last resistance. Caesar marched 
out with his legions against the enemy. At the 
end of it, Scipio, along with Juba, the North 
African king with whom he was allied, was dead. 
Cato, Caesar’s bitterest enemy, committed sui- 


cide. 


In the year of 46, Caesar was at his 
height. Serving his third year as Consul with his 
supporter Lepidus as colleague, Caesar had an 
even greater honor. A grateful Senate appointed 
him Dictator, this time for a term of ten years. 
His coins show the head of Venus on the ob- 
verse, with the symbols of the Pontificate on the 
reverse. (Figure 10) In 46 and 45 he also issued 
coins showing the diademed head of Venus on 
the obverse and trophy of 
Gallic arms with 
bound captives on 


the reverse.

been 
obliged by 
political ne- 
cessity to forgo 
his well-earned 
Spanish Triumph. 
The year 46 saw him 
finally savoring full compensa- 
tion for that previous loss. Caesar not only cele- 
brated his long-delayed Gallic Triumph, but 


three others as well. Vercingetorix, who had 
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been kept languishing in prison for five years, 
marched at last, displayed as a captive before the 
Roman populace, with strangulation waiting for 


him at the end of the route. 


The cele- 
brations lasted four 
days. In addition to 
the Gallic Triumph, 
over the next three 
days Caesar celebrat- 
ed an Egyptian, a 
Pontic, and an Afri- 
can Triumph. The 
proudest exhibit of 
the African Triumph 
was an infant, son of 
the King Juba who 
had lost his life in 
the battle. Perhaps 
the most fortunate 
royal captive ever to be displayed in a Triumph, 
he was, of course, utterly unaware of his humili- 
ation. As an infant he was spared strangulation, 
and was raised by the long-suffering Octavia. He 
grew up to be a noted scholar and married Cleo- 


patra Selene. The fact that the African war was 


primarily against Cato and Scipio was not, of 
course, mentioned, as it was not acceptable to 


triumph over fellow Romans.
